Freedom of Speech, Defined 


C o n tin u e d fro m l*n«e O ne 
jai government, is without force where the existing struc­ 
ture of the government provides for peaceful and orderly 
change,” he declared. 
As for the theory that the right of freedom of speech 
is so fundamental and important that the government 
cannot invoke the principles of self-protection against 
abuses of freedom of speech, this pet theory of subver­ 
sives the Chief Justice also demolishes: 
“We reject any principle of governmental 
helplessness in the face of preparation for revo­ 
lution, which principle, carried to its logical 
conclusion, must lead to anarchy.” 
In laying the predicate for his conclusions, Justice 
Vipson set forth the fact that the Supreme Court has 
always construed freedom of speech to be, not an un­ 
limited and unqualified right, but one which, on occasions, 
must be subordinated to other considerations; and that 
one of the occasions on which freedom of speech is limited 
by the direct implications of the Constitution is when 
words are used which “create a clear and present danger” 
— language first used to fit this situation by Justice 
Holmes in 1919. 
Applying the general principle to the special prob- 
I Ie ms raised by Communistic activities in this nation dur­ 
ing recent years, the Vinson opinion contains the follow­ 
ing significant passages: 
“Overthrow of the Government by force 
and violence is certainly a substantial enough 
interest for the Government to limit speech. 
Indeed, this is the ultimate value of any society, 
for if a society cannot protect its very structure 
from internal attack, it must follow that no sub­ 
ordinate value can be protected . . . 


j 
"Obviously the words (of the Smith Act) 
cannot mean that before the Government may 
act, it must wait until the putsch is about to be 
executed, the plans have been laid and the signal 
is awaited, lf Government is aware that a group 
aiming at its overthrow is attempting to indoc­ 
trinate its members and to commit them to a 
course whereby they will strike when the leaders 
feel the circumstances permit, action by the 
Government is required.” 
This forceful statement of the power of the govern­ 
ment to curb the propaganda and other activities of sub­ 
versive groups such as the Communists is a salutory and 
tnuch-needed step. 
The significance of the opinion is so great, and its 
impact upon current problems so powerful, that it well 
merits the close study of all students of current trends, 
i those interested in political campaigns, newspaper editors 
and others concerned with freedom of speech and the 
libel laws, and students of history in general. 
Undoubtedly, the opinion will mark a turning point 
in the nation s history.
